On S a tu rd a y evening each ju s tic e re­ 
ceives from tie* chief Justice an e n ­ 
velope c .u tu iu in g tie* nam es of the 
c a sts til*' ch ief just ive* has d erided to 
allow th e ju s tic e to write* tin* opinions 
on, a nd th** chief Justin** also notifies 
the ju stic es o f th e hour of tin* co n fer­ 
ence on Monday morning. 
T h e c o n fer­ 
ences ar** usually held In tile confer- 
onee room u n d e r locked doors. 
T he 
chief ju - * i* e presides, au d cases are 
taken up or postponed according to the 
w ishes of th** justices or ib»*ir rea d i­ 
ness lo <• insider them . 
E ach Justice 
is furn ish ed w ith a look book, iii which 
he m ay e n te r th e details o f a case, th** 
record o f tin* vote on r e f e r e n c e aud 
the final disposition. 
On a case* be­ 
ing assigned by tin* chief Justice to a 
ju stice to w rite the opinion of the 
court th e opinion when w ritten m ust 
be ag reeab le to th e Justices. 
If not 
th** cli satisfies! Justice will prom ptly 
writ** a d issen tin g opinion. 
In som e 
instances four of tin* ju stices 
have 
each w ritten si d issen ting opinion, but 
th** usual custom is for one to w rite 
it an d an n o u n ce tlmt th e o th ers con­ 
cur.

H eat— Deadly Volcanic Ashes. 


Vesuvius, the moat fatuous volcano 
hi the world, with Its mighty vomit­ 
ings of lava aud dust, Is guilty of 
Ina ny queer freaks. 
Mighty rainstorm s 
have set In motion the lnva d u st and 
lava cinders that lie on Its aldea, and 
torrents of muddy lava have over­ 
whelmed towns and 
villages 
aa it 
swept down to the sen. 
The resulting 
effect from tills has been so great that 
It changed the face of the coast line 
by form ing a new promontory. 
I.avn Is one of the most curious of 
substances, 
it Is simply rock melted 
by a beat so Intense that it flow s like 
thin gruel. 
When Vesuvius Is in erup­ 
tion thousands of ton s of It are squirt­ 
ed up the "pl|ie" and out of the crater. 
As It flows out over the edge It soon 
cools aud leaves a thick, ropy coating 
which spread* over the entire colin 
tryslde. 
Kilt it Is only on tin* top tlint it really 
cools. 
A few int he* Indow the -air- 
face of lite lava is often r»*d hot. Vis­ 
itor* are often invited to light their 
cigarettes in the chinks of a 1**1 of 
lava that has ln*cn lying out in the 
ojten air for tw enty years or more. 
It is the most 
wonderful non-'in­ 
ductor of heat known. 
Boring* made 
through some lava beds have shown 
that they are made up of layers of lava 
aud layers of unmelted snow. 
As *tjc- 
resolve torrents of lava came (touring 
down th** surface that lay on the 
snow e«M»led at once, and the surface 
open to lite air also cooled at once 
But between the tim surfaces there 
was blazing 
heat: so lf you laired 
down through some lava beds yon 
would find a cool upper surface, a 
r«*<1 hot Inside, a cool layer, snow, a 
cool layer, ti r«slhot one, a cool on* 
md then snow again. 
lit filet, a layer of lava will let md 
m er heat nor cold through.

When a volcano throws its la ta out 
w it Ii such trem endous force that It 
Jets high into the air It very often 
falls hi the form of dust, owing to the 
explosive (tower of the high (ires*tire 
steam that spurts out 
with it.

tog blew Itself nearly into lilts In lss;i 
with a crashing sound of cannonading 
that smashed window'* hundreds of 
miles away the lava dust was so thick 
in the air that for hundreds of miles 
round midday was as black as night. 
Volumes of infinitely fine dust Mulled 
round and round the earth in the up­ 
per at m<is I die re ami made England's 
sunsets of that year unusually splen­ 
did. 
it was three years before the 
upper air became quite clear again.

Something In the Eye. 
Small substances, like cinders, dust 
or small « hips of atone or metal, eau 
often bo removed from the eye tty 
very simple means. 
Sometimes catch 
lug tile upper lid by tile lashes and 
(•tilling It away from the eyeball and 
down over tile lower lid. then letting 
it go. so that as it recede* its tinder 
surface Is swept by lite edge o f lite 
lower ltd. wilt clear it out. 
lf tills 
dis** not prove successful a loop made 
of a horsehair or of a long hum an 
tiair can lie passel! under the lid and 
swept from the outer side toward the 
nose aud d raw n down. 
Better than 
tills, however, is the washing of the 
eye or flushing with tin* eye dropper. 
Every person should carry one In bls 
traveling hug. for they are '.Uvalda' Ic, 
Catch hold of the lower and up|»er lid. 
draw them aw ay from the eye aud 
I lieu fill ti: 
dropper, which Is Ilk,* a 
small syringe, with w ater and flush 
the eye two or three times. 
This will 
always remove tile cinder tit Ollie.

Well, tin* reason is that 
volcanic soil I* always very fertile.
